SENATE APPROVES 
ILL PROTECTING 
SFPURITY BUYERS 


Corporation to Regain 
Foreign Bond Losses 
Provided in Measure 
Passed Swiftly. 


WASHINGTON, May 8.—(>)— 
Assurance of the creation of vast new 
machinery to protect investors against 
fraudulent securities was given today 
by the senate. It passed without even 
the formality of a record vote the 
Fletcher bill, already approved in prin- 
ciple by the house, 

Although shaped to the same end, 
the house and senate bills differ in 
scores of particulars. The measures 
went immediately to conference be- 
tween the two branches. 

So speedily has it turned over the 
major cogs in the administration pro- 
gram that the senate recessed until 
Wednesday immediately after the 


vote, which came after only two hours 
of debate. The next big measure to 
be put forward on the senate side 
probably will be the $2,000,000,000 
small home owners bill. 

As passed by the senate the securi- 
ties bill carried an important amend- 
ment by Senator Johnson, republican, 
California, providing for a corporation 
of foreign security owners to negotiate 
for resumption of payments due on 
hundreds of millions of dollars of de- 
faulted foreign bonds. 

The corporation, to be controlled by 
12 directors, would be named by the 
federal trade commission, which would 
administer the entire law requiring 
registration of all future foreign and 
domestic securities before they are of- 
fered to the public. 

Holders of defaulted foreign securi- 
ties would deposit them with the new 
corporation. Its machinery would be 
clothed with authority to take over 
the functions of any fiscal agents for 
any securities in default and borrow 
on the bonds thus deposited. 

The corporation would negotiate for 
resumption of payments due or .in 
arrears, or arrange terms on which 
securities might be held or converted 
into new securities. 

Any plan or agreement made would 
be binding on depositors provided con- 


sent is obtained from 60 per cent of | 


the American holders depositing with 
the corporation. 

The Reconstruction Corporation 
would be authorized to lend $75,000 
annually for three years to the new 
organization, which, in turn, could 
levy a small pro rata charge on the 
bond owners to meet expenses. 

Chairman Fletcher, democrat, Flor- 
ida, of the banking committee which 
drew the senate bill, said its purpose 
was to protect the investor and hon- 
est business. 

Both the house and senate bills pro- 
vide for registration of security is- 
sues with the federal trade commis- 


'sion, and for submission to the com- 


mission of full information about the 
issuing compary. 

The senate bill would make direc- 
tors and officers of a company respon- 
sible for statements filed with the 
commission, while under the house bill 
they would be liable for civil damages 
only in case they knowingly misrep- 
resented the facts. 

Senators Fletcher. Glass, Wagner, 
Norbeck and Goldsborough were 
named conferees to adjust differences 
between the house and senate bills.

California Was Right ia 
9 Per Cent Cut. 


WASHINGTON, May 8.—(UP)— 
Lower gas and other utility rates for 
the consumer appeared in prospect to- 
day as the result of a sweeping de- 
cision of the United States supreme 


court. 

The court ruled that the lower price 
which the utility companies pay for 
wages and fhaterials as well as the 
lower value of their properties on a 


replacement basis justified reductions 
in rates charged the public. 

The decision was handed down in 
the case of the Los Angeles Gas & 
Electric Company, which sought to 
set aside as confiscation of its prop- 
erty a 9 per cent flat gas rate re- 
duction ordered by the California rail- 
road commission, which has jurisdic- 
tion over utility rates. 

The case was in line with the 
earlier decision of the court, which, .in 
the time of high prices, held that the 
current replacement cost of utility 
property must be considered in esti- 
mating the “fair value” for rate-mak- 
ing purposes of utility property. 

The court today, in substance, held 
that this applied equally to present- 
day conditions when the lower price 
levels ruled. 

The majority opinion was read by 
Chief Justice Charles Evans Hughes. 
A dissenting opinion was written by 
Justice Pierce Butler, who wrote the 
earlier decision. Justice Butler based 
his dissent, concurred in by Justice 
George Sutherland, on the procedure 
followed in the case. 

If taken advantage of by public

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BILL 10 AID RAILS 
MEETS OPPOSITION 


OF LABOR GROUPS 


Secretary Roper Declares 
Measure Not Offered as 
Solution of All Trans- 
portation Problems. 


WASHINGTON, May 8—(@)— 
The storm signals of a vigorous labor 
opposition were flying tonight before 
the administration’s emergency rail- 
road bill, just started upon its jour- 
ney through congress. 

Questions put to witnesses before 
the house interstate commerce com- 
mittee served to emphasize the belief 
of some of its members that railroad 
labor would suffer under the plan, 
which: proyides for a federal “co-ordi- 
nator” to help the roads eliminate un- 
necessary activities and reduce over- 
capitalization. 

Secretary Roper said frankly that 
“the bill is not offered as a solution 
of all transportation problems.” He 
asserted that its “results will depend 
not so much upon the co-ordinator as 
upon tne raliway executives them- 
selves.” 

Then Dr. Walter M. W. Splawn, 
the committee's own expert, analyzed 
the measure. 

Questioning during his testimony 
stressed the labor issue and at one 

int Splawn agreed that unless sav- 
ings un the co-ordination plan were 
substantial and large, benefits would 
accrue chiefly to security holders. 

“If very substantial economies are 
realized, some men and some roads 
will lose their jobs,” Splawn said. “I 
do not think very large economies can 
be realized unless some men lose 
their jobs.” ree

POLICE MUST GET BUSY. 

Chief Sturdivant’s vigorous or- 
ders, following the recent alarming 
increase in serious hit-and-run au- 
tomobile accidents, for the launch- 
ing of an intensive drive against 
violators of the traffic laws, should 
be followed up actively by every 
member of the force—or the chief 
should know the reason why. 

If the traffic squad and the pa- 
trolmen on the various’ beats 
throughout the city will get on the 
job as they should, they can, over 
night, bring about the conditions of 
safety that should exist on Atlanta’s 


streets. 
The chief has taken the right step 


in ordering more rigid enforcement 
of the traffic ordinances—but the 
change from the lackadaisical en- 
forcement which has led to the pres- 
ent unbearable conditions should not 
be, as has been the case so often in 
the past, in the nature of a tem- 
porary “drive,” during which po- 
lice activities are speeded up only to 
soon get back in the old rut, un- 
noticed with violations continuously 
occurring under the very eyes of 
the men charged with their preven- 
tion.

The administration has the definite 
objective of raising commodity prices 
to such an extent that those who have 
borrowed money will, on the average, 
be able to repay that money in the 
same kind of dollar which they bor- 
rowed. We do not seek to let them 
get such a cheap dollar that they 
will be able to pay back a great deal 
less than they borrowed. 

In other words, we seek to cor- 
rect a wrong and not to ereate an- 
other wrong in the opposite direction, 
That is why powers are being given 
to the administration to provide, if 
necessary, for an enlargement. of 
credit, in order to correct the exist- 
ing wrong. 

These powers will be used, when, 
as, and if it may be necessary to ac- 
complish the purpose, 


While assuring the people of the 
nation that their government will 
move carefully and conservatively in 
the application of the various relief 
measures, President Roosevelt warns 
the people of the country against 
letting the upward turn in -condi- 
tions lead them into another specu- 
lative wave. Such a course, he 
points out, “may bring us immedi- 
ate and false prosperity but it will 
be the kind of prosperity that will 
lead us into another tailspin.”

Far East Grows 
Serious. - 

The government of Manchukuo has 
closed the soviet frontier. The con- 
stant friction with the soviets over the 
Chinese Eastern railway, which runs 
through Manchuria and which is 
i owned and operated by Man- 
chukuo and the soviets, has reached a 
deadlock, This is quite comprehen- 
sible. Manchukuo wants sole control 
of that railway. or at least wants the 
soviet participation in that control 
eliminated. Rather than have the so- 
viets there, the Manchurian govern- 
ment would see Frante take over the 
soviet’s share of control in the Ohi- 
nese Kastern railway, The New York 
Times reports that secret negotiations 
between Japan and France are pro- 
ceeding in Paris on this very subject.

Washington has merely protested. 
Japan is anfious to have dt least one 
great power recognize the indepen- 
dence of Manchuria. It is bringing 
pressure to bear on Moscow to be that 
first power. The intrigue and chican- 
ery over the Chinese Eastern railway 
is Japan’s instrument of pressure and 
intimidation. I learn on the best au-

This has 
nothing to do with approving or dis- 
approving Moscow’s ideals. It is a 
question of elementary American self- 
interest.

CONSERVATIVE TREATMENT 
OF INFECTED TONSILS. 


The studies of Dr. Albert D. Kai- 
ser, of Rochester, N. Y.; Dr. Ruby L. 
Cunningham, of Berkeley, Cal., and 
Dr. Albert S. Welch, of Kansas City, 
Mo., have brought about a _ great 
change in the attitude of the medical 
profession toward the treatment of in- 
fected tonsils, 

Dr. Kaiser has carefully observed 
the effects of removal of tonsils in 
thousands of school children, and he 
has compared the health and sick- 
ness records of these with thousands 
of children who have not been sub- 
jected to tonsillectomy. His study, 
carried on through a period of many 
years, has taught us the unwisdom of 
the radical and indiscriminate re- 
moval of tonsils in children. 

Dr. Cunningham has compiled data 
on the health of college women, com- 
paring the health status of those 
whose tonsils have been removed 
with that of other thousands whose 
tonsils have not been removed. Her 
study has convinced many of us that 
the radical attitude of the past 30 
years has been gee 
Dr. Welch has made a pathological 
study of a thousand tonsils removed 
in the clinics or dispensaries of Kan- 
sas City, and the actual findings, 
which I have repeatedly quoted here, 
have confirmed a belief that I, for 
one, have long held, namely, that the 
standard operation of tonsillectomy, 
as done by good surgeons, is rather a 
crude job in any case, and an un- 
justified assault in too many cases. 
The tremendous gain in popularity 
which the diathermy method has en- 
joyed in the past five years, as an 
alternative for the major operation of 
tonsillectomy, has given us good rea- 
son for still further conservatism in 
dealing with infected tonsils. In a 
considerable share of cases it has 
happened that the patient, suffering 
from some focal infection, has ex- 
perienced such marked improvement 
following the first or second dia- 
thermy treatment, that we have had 
to admit the obvieus explanation— 
namely, that the first or second 
coagulation has sterilized or disin- 
fected the septie focus in the tonsil. 
If the principle of focal infection (it 
is a principle, not merely a theory) 
is scientific, then we must admit that, 
having sterilized, drained or destroyed 
the septic focus, we have 
plished all that is necessary, and we 
cannot consistently say that the re- 
maining tonsil tissue must be re- 
moved. No one has ever shown that 


any harm in the throat. 
When I hear a physician or sur- 


ness of this or that method of treat- 
ing tonsil infection I know at once 
that he is not a good surgeon though 
he may be a fine operator. 

I call the standard tonsillectomy 
“the old Spanish custom.” I mean to 
imply that it is a crude and danger- 
ous procedure. I now prophesy that 
this operation will be obsolete within 
a few years, and sane, conservative 
methods of dealing with infected ton- 
it in practice.

and after reading. this article very 
carefully, I have come to the conclu- 


sion that perhaps’ an injustice has 
been done to one of the parties in-

namely Eugene Wiggins. 

In the last paragraph of this ar- 
ticle it is stated, “I turned the men 
over to the sheriff of Sumter county, 
the venue of the crime, and ALL T 
MEN were indicted by the grand jury 
of Sumter superior court at the May 
term, 1932, and when arraigned every 
one pleaded guilty.” (The capitals 
are mine.) This is in error in so far 
as Wiggins is concerned. He has 
never entered any plea of guilty and 
in so far as I can learn was never in- 
dicted by the.grand jury of Sumter 
county. 

Mr. McCollum and myself were ap- 

pointed to represent the above de- 
fendant when he was turned over to 
the sheriff in Thomas county to be 
tried for the robbery of the Bank of 
Ochlocknee, Ga. At the call of his 
case Wiggins stood trial and without 
being allowed any time in which to 
get his witnesses from Albany. The 
only defense which Wiggins offered 
was his unsworn statement. He was 
found guilty by this jury and giyen 
the limit allowed by law, years. 
We immediately in his behalf, filed 
a motion for a new trial and after 
some time the Hon. Judge W. E. 
Thomas granted him a new trial. Wig 
gins was then allowed time in whic 
to get his witnesses and they appear- 
ed in court and testified. The out- 
come of this fair and impartial trial 
was a verdict of NOT GUILTY. 
I have not written this letter to 
disparage Chief Ray, for he is entitled 
to a great deal of credit for the man- 
ner in which he handled this situation 
and for capturing the robbers of the 
banks of Leslie and Charing.

FRENCH CABINET BALKS 
AT PAYING OLD DEBT 

PARIS, May 8.—(#)—The French 
cabinet voted to a man today against 
paying. the United States the $19,- 
000, defaulted war debt interest 
due last December 15 unless the Unit- 
ed States guarantees a moratorium on 
the debt payment due June 15. 

This action was taken at a cabinet 
meeting at -which the . report of 
Edouard Herriot on his conversations 
with President Roosevelt at Washing- 
ton was thoroughly examined. 

For three hours the ministers dis- 
cussed the debt question, including a 
suggestion that a lump sum settle- 
ment be made with the United States. 

At the conclusion of the meeting 
an official communique, making no 
mention of the debts, was issued, but 
it was learned on reliable authority 
that the ministers were unanimous 
in their debt position. 

All the communique said was that 
conclusions on certain oe in 
connection with the Herriot-Roosevelt 
talks will be reached later. 

It was understood that the cabinet 
examined the advisability of imposing 
a surtax on American goods. Several 
days ago it was reported that the gov- 
ernment had ready for signature a 
decree imposing a 15 per cent sur- 
tax, the purpose being to raise the 
tariff sufficiently to combat the ad- 
vantage enjoyed by American produc- 
ers use of the increase in the pur- 
chasing power of the franc compared 
with the dollar.

PEIPING, May 9.—(Tuesday)— 
(UP)—General Chang Ching-yao, pic- 
turesque veteran of numerous Chi- 
nese civil war intrigues and monarch- 
ist sympathizer, died today of wounds 
inflicted Sunday by an assassin. 

General Chang was shot down in 
the Grand Hotel Des Wagonslits, so- 
cial gathering place within the here- 
tofore safe confines of the foreign le- 
gation quarter in Peiping. His assail- 
ant, a Chinese, escaped into the Chi- 
nese city, outside the modern foreign 
quarter, and disappeared. 

General Chang, former governor of 
Hunan province, in south-central 
China, had been suspected of plotting 
to restore Henry Pu-yi, the “boy 
peror” to the throne in Peiping. Pu- 
yi at present is chief executive and 
nominal head of the government of 
the puppet state of Manchukuo.

Movies show Herb Fisher, the jockey on Head Play, to 
be the first offender in the mad ride down the stretch Saturday 
when Broker’s Tip won the Kentucky Derby. The result was 
not influenced as Broker’s Tip got the worst of it, if anything. 
It was no fouling, just ‘‘rough riding.”’ And it was—desperate, 
snarling efforts wtth the thundering death below them if either 
went off. 

It was the old rule of the survival of the fittest—out there 
on the stretch at Churchill Downs when Head Play and Broker’s 
Tip were coming with the rush of the wind toward the finish 
line. 


The grim-faced midgets on the backs of the rushing 
colts were slashing at one another, grabbing at equip- 
ment—but nothing they did yearn the finish. 

Head Play’s jockey, Herb FisHer, made his play too far 
from the finish line. He set him down just before the half mile 

ole. At the half mile pole Head Play was ahead by a head. 

roker’s Tip was in ninth place. At the three-quarter Broker’s 
Tip. was just right—in third place and Meade was waiting for 
the stretch to make his play. 

Fisher, having made his play too soon, added to his 
errors by riding wide at the turn, forcing out Charley O, 
and Meade set Broker’s Tip down, shot him into the rail 
and it was there the race was won. 

The desperate, hand-to-hand, knee-to-knee riding was just 
: part of it. Fisher began the rough work. He first lost ‘his 

ead. 

I will never forget talking with Meade just as he 
came from the paddock, the wolf-like look of desperate, 
killing competition still in his eyes and on his face. 

Other jockeys were standing on the scales, being weighed 
out with their equipment for the seventh race—faces pressed 
against the window panes—and Meade said, tersely and, I am 
sure, truthfully, ‘‘He tried to get me and | got him.” 

Actually neither got the other. Meade, a great judge 
of the pace, handled his horse smartly, conserved his 
strength and put him down to win. The rough tactics 
did not affect the race enough to change the decision. 
There was never any doubt, in the press box, about the 
winner. Broker’s Tip’s nose was out there first. 

Man, but it.is a grand sight to see and hear the thunder of 
the thoroughbreds in the stretch, with the jockeys flattened on 
their backs. 

I know the horses catch some of the glamor and fire of the 
race. They give all they have—the real thoroughbreds with 
the heart that is bred into them—in that last rush down the 
stretch. 

DERBY RUN TOO EARLY. 

The Derby was run on a track labeled ‘‘good.”” The day 
was doubtful. The Kentucky weather is most inconsistent. One 
moment there may not be a cloud in the sky. Within 10 min- 
utes rain will be falling. 

Saturday was a dubious sort of day. Rain threatened prac- 
tically all day. It becomes apparent that the Derby has been 
advanced as to its date with detrimental results. April in- 
clemencies, which extend over into early May, does not supply 
the weather or the track for a truly run Derby. 

The very few men encountered at Louisville who 
really know something about horses, declare that it is 
most difficult to get a horse in condition for the Derby 
as early as the first week in May. This date brings in 
many cancellations. It requires considerable time to get 
a horse ready for a mile and a quarter test. The longest 
race available in the spring is a mile and one-sixteenth. 
This is especially early, say those versed in the lore of 
the turf, for fillies who condition much slower than colts. 

A later date would undoubtedly make the Derby a more in- 
teresting race and more of an indication of a horse’s true worth. 


A SPECTACLE RATHER THAN A TEST. 

Broker’s Tip was given serious consideration by a number | 
of the better-known handicappers. The selections made by 
your old partner, which were that the derby winner would come 
from Head Play, Broker’s Tip and Charley O, with that the most 
likely finish, were made after listening to the half dozen or so 
who know the game. Your old partner is no expert. It is 
rather uncanny to watch a good handicapper go to work with 
a form sheet and work out his selections. The real turf re- 
porters are interesting people. 

Many of these say that the Kentucky Derby, with its 
early date, is in danger of becoming a spectacle rather 
than a championship test.

Although Dr. Conant’s nomination 
was subject to confirmation by the 
board of overseers June 21, the offi- 
cial announcement of his selection 
Monday was considered tantamount to 
final election. 

Is Brilliant Chemist. 

Dr. Conant is regarded as one of 
the most brilliant of the younger or- 
ganic chemists which this country 
has produced. Last year Columbia 
University awarded him the Chandler 
medal for achievements in chemical 
science in 1931 and shortly afterward 
the New York section of the Ameri- 
can Chemical Society gave him the 
William H. Nichols medal for his 
work in organic chemistry, particu- 
larly in the chemistry of chlorophyll. } 
For two years he has been chairman 
of the division of chemistry at Har- 
vard. 

President Conant is just 40 years 
old. He was born in Dorchester. 
Mass., and, with the exception of his 
period of World War service, has 
always lived in Greater Boston. 

His father was James Scott Condnt, 
a pioneer in the engraving and illus- 
trating business in Boston. The elder 
Conant was one of the first to intro- 
duce the fine art of wood engraving 
into the commercial field and the 
firm of James 8S. Conant & Co., which 
he founded in 1876, was for many 
years the most famous enterprise of 
the kind in the country. When photo- 
engraving succeeded wood engraving, 
he joined forces with the Suffolk En- 
graving Company, in 1905, and was 
vice president of the organization 
until his death in 1922, . 

Dr. Conant prepared. for college at 
the Roxbury Latin school, a private 
school in West Roxbury, Mass. There 
he is said to have been an extremely 
brilliant pupil. 

In Harvard Class of ’14. 

At Harvard, which he entered wit 
the class of 1914, Dr. Conant again 
demonstrated his scholastic ability. In 
1913 he took his A. B. Magna Cum 
Laude. He then entered the Harvard 
Graduate School of Arts and Sciences 
and three years later received his 
Ph. D. While an undergraduate he 
was a member of Phi Beta Kappa, the 
Signet and the Delta Upsilon Club. 
He was on the staff of the Crimson. 

While at the graduate school Dr. 
one was on the teaching staff of 

e division of chemistry at Harvard, 
the first two years as an Austin 
Teaching Fellow, the last as a John 
Thornton Kirkland Fellow. For a 
few months, after he took his Ph. D.., 
he successfully tried his hand at in- 
dustrial chemical work, then returned 
to Harvard as an instructor in chem- 
istry.

ment of a new war gas. At first he 
was in the bureau of mines, but later 
was commissioned in the sanitary 
corps. In August, 1918, he was pro- 
moted to major in the chemical war- 
fare service and was detailed to the 
American University experiment sta- 
tion, first at Washington and then at 
Cleveland. 

When the war ended, he again went 
back to his alma mater as an instruc- 
tor. 

Named Assistant Treasurer. 

He did not hold that rank long, In 
1919, only six years after he had taken 
his A. .B. and five after the gradua- 
tion of his class, he was appointed 
assistant professor of chemistry. It 
was common gossip at the time, it 
was said, that he was promoted so 
quickly—for seldom, if ever, in the 
recent history of the college has a 
man reached a high post so soon after 
graduation—because it was feared he 
might go to another college. 

Dr. Conant was made associate 
professor in the department in 1925 
and two years later he was raised to 
the rank of professor. That promotion, 
too, it is said, was made to keep him 
at Harvard, for in the winter of 1927 
he was a research associate at the 
California Institute of Technology, aud 
it is known that he was asked to be- 
anne a permanent member of the 
staff. 

In 1929 Professor Conant was again 
promoted, this time to an endowed 
chair, the Sheldon Emery professor- 
ship of organic chemistry, a post he 
still holds. Since 1931 he has been 
chairman of the division of chemistry. 

President Conant’s work has not 
been of a sort which often attracts 
popular attention, but last year his 
investigation of chlorophyll and his 
discoveries aroused a good deal of in- 


terest. 
* Chierephyll Explained. 

Chlorophyll provides us with all the 
food on which we live. All green liv- 
ing things contain it. It is the ele- 
ment which makes them green and 
every cell in which it is found is able 
to absorb the energy of sunlight and 
use it in some mysterious way for 
the conversion of carbon dioxide of 
the air into sugar, starch and pro- 
teins bya process Known as photosyn- 
thesis. 

After nearly a century of research 
by leading chemists in many parts of 
the world, Dr. Conant, building on 
the -work of his predecessors, was 
able to establish the essential nature 
of the chlorophyll molecule. It was 
this work primarily which won him 
the American Chemical Society 
award last year. 

Other research which Professo 
Conant has undertaken has included 
work in reduction and oxidation, 
hemoglobin, free radicals and a quan- 
titative study of organic reactions. 
He is a former chairman of the or- 
ganic division of the northeastern 
section of the American Chemical 
Society, the author of “Organic Chem- 
istry,” joint author of “Practical 
Chemistry” and editor-in-chief of “Or- 
ganic Syntheses.” 

Saved Girl's Life. 


That President Conant’s mind works 
quickly in ordinary life as well as 
in scientific research was proved 10 
years ago, when he rescued a girl from 
drowning in the Charles river, near 
Boston. The story, told later by the 
police, was that having heard screams 
from the river, he ran to the river 
bank, jumped in fully clothed and 
swam out nearly to midstream. 

There he got a grip on the strug- 
gling girl who, it was learned later, 
had intended to commit suicide: 
brought her to shore and sent for a 
police ambulance. Both police and 
the doctors who attended the girl said 
she would have been beyond saving ex- 
on for Professor Conant’s quick ac- 
tion. : 

Dr. Conant was married in 1921 to 
Grace Thayer Richards, daughter of 
the late Professor Theodore W. Rich- 
ards, of Harvard, who was one of 
the most distinguished chemists of 
his time and received the Nobel prize 
in 1916 for his research in atomic 
weights. There are two children, 
James Richards Conant, 9; and Theo- 
dore Richards Conant, 7. -

Dropping a Singleton 
King 


My editorial associate, Mr. Walter 
Malowan, has a reputation among 
Bridge players in New York for being 


able to determine whether or not a 
King is a singleton. According to 
popular records, he has dropped more 
singleton Kings than any other Bridze 
player in the world. Perhaps he has 
been giving lessons, for recently an- 
other close associate of mine, playing 
in a Duplicate match where men were 
pitted against women, took a leaf 
from Mr. Malowan’s book and dropped 
a singleton King of trumps, which 
permitted him to make the game after 
an earlier error in the play by his 
lady opponent, which was capped by 
his failure to take advantage of it. 
The player who turned defeat into 
victory was Mr. William J. Huske. 
The hand was: 
West, Dealer.

As was explained, this was a game 
of men versus women, played at the 
Deschapelles Club, New York, with 
the idea of settling, so far as that 
club was concerned, the much de- 
bated issue of sex supremacy at 
Bridge. 

The Opening lead was the spade 
King, upon which South started a 
rather unconventional echo with the 
Knave, in view of the fact that North 
had bid spades and quite probably 
held five of them.

out of his reach, he decided to play 
a low spade from Dummy and trust 
that South would ruff and perhaps 
make the capture of the King of 
trumps more easy. Much to his sur- 
prise, however, South played the 4, 
and West perforce had to follow suit 
with the 6, the 8 holding the trick. 

Clearly, the Declarer was in a se 
rious situation. He must lose a club 
trick, come what may. Apparently 
the fulfillment of the contract de- 
pended upon a successful finesse in 
trumps. North did not further test 
the spade sujt, but now shifted to 
clubs, wi.h Re apparent intention 
of establishing a trick in that suit. 
This was won by West, who then led 
the Queen of diamonds, overtaking 
with the King in Dummy to lead the 
Knave of trumps, seeking to tempt 


a cover. South played low and West 
paused to reconsider the situation. 
North had won 2 tricks and had es- 
tablished a third. A club trick must 
still be lost, as North, no doubt, held 
the club Queen. Why had she been 
at such trouble to create a finessing 
situation for West, unless; by her 
plays, she could defeat the contract 
if West erred in his play, but could 
not do.so unless he did?. 

_ This line of reasuning seemed to 
indicate that there was something 
wrong with the hand—namely, that 
Nort held the singleton King. It 
| might violate the Law of Symmetry 
for one hand alone to have a single- 
tom, but, after all, even the Law 
of Symmetry is not immutable, and 
therefore West, fearing feminine wiles 
and having already lost a trick by 
that means, decided to play the Ace. 
The King dropped, and his troubles 
were over. 

It is obvious, of course, that had 
West appreciated North's original 
strategy, he would not have needed 
to worry about the King of trumps, as 
the lead of. the low spade presented 
him his contract on a silver platter, 
but having made one mistake, it was 
necessary to redeem it and make a 
correct guess on the trump situa- 


tion, thereby maintaining, to his own 
satisfaction, the superiority of the 
male. 

It is, perhaps, interesting to note 
that more direct methods present an 
even more difficult problem than the 
manner in which the hand was play- 
ed. If’ North cashes 2 spade tricks 
and establishes a club, est is still 
faced with the question of the heart 
finesse, as the one discard on the 
Queen of spades, no matter when 
taken, cannot take care of the two 
clubs in the West hand. The play, 
in that case, rests on the heart. fi- 
nesse, which may or may not be 
taken, depending perhaps on whether 
the dinner hud been agreeable or the 
hunch of the moment.

their father and herself of the sup- 
port and protection of the head of the 
house. Once his guilt is established 
she has the right to do this, moral 
and social, but sometimes the very 
worst things we can do for ourselves 
is to exercise our rights.

FARLEY WILL HOLD UP 
MINOR APPOINTMENTS 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 
WASHINGTON, May 8.—It has 


now come to be pretty well agreed 
that Postmaster-General Farley, as 
the . administration’s patronage dis- 
penser, plans to put off until after 
congress adjourns the task of filling 
the several thousand jobs available for 
deserving party supporters. 

Practically all. of the majority 
plums will be filled by then, the am- 
bassadorships and the various desir- 
able posts in the federal structure at 
Washington, but the postmasterships 
and the like, constituting the bulk of 
what is generally meant by patronage, 
will be reserved for a later date. 
There will be the usual exception, of 
course, such as the appointment today 
of E. B. Doyle, of Warm Springs, as 
United States marshal for the middle 
Georgia district. These, however, are 
expected to be comparatively few. 

Two reasens are suggested in ex- 
planation of the apparent decision of 
the postmaster-general to delay action 
on the jobs until congress ends. 

In the first place, so long as they 
remain unfilled, the offices serve 4s 
a weapon over the heads of individ- 
ual democratic congressman. Unless 
they support the administration pro- 
gram, they cannot expect to be con- 
sulted freely later when the time 
comes to fill vacancies. 

Secondly, it is suggested that Mr. 
Farley may find it less difficult to 
select candidates for the various 
state posts with congress away from 
Washington. Much conferring and 
palaver over individual assignments 
might be eliminated in this way. 

As between the two motives, how- 
ever, there is a strong suspicion that 
the first is controlling. Members of 
congress generally hold this to he 
true. They have a feeling that the 
rank and file of patronage positions 
are being held ont as a threat against 
those who may be prone to bolt the 
party leadership.

Spring storms lashed the south 
again yesterday, killed six persons in 


spread destruction from the Missis- 
sippi river to South Carolina. 

The storm—a wnion of thunder, 
lightning, rain, hail and wind—was 
boiled up in the Mississippi valley 
Sunday and rode to the Atlantic sea- 
board yesterday on a howling gale 
that flattened property and left storm- 
riddled and water-logged Dixie dazed 
at the continued assault of the ele- 
ments. It was the sixth major stotm 
in the south since the middle of March. 
The death cist in all the storms totals 
more than 180. 

The greatest damage in the latest 
blow was reported from Covington, 
Tenn., where five persons were killed 
and injured, 

Damaged estimated at $100,000 in 
Spalding and adjoining counties of 
Georgia Sunday and extensive destruc- 
tion of fruit and grain crops in other 
sections were reported. 

From Griffin came reports of hail- 
stones large as eggs, which crashed 
through roofs and stripped peach and 
pecan trees of leaves and fruit. 
Similar dam from hail was re- 
rted in the Brooks community of 
ayette county, while buildings were 
blown over the trees uprooted in 
Jones county. 

Griffin and surrounding territory 
apparently was hardest hit. Many 
windows were broken by the hail, and 
automobile were damaged. Officials 
of the agricultural experiment station 
there said crop damage would reach 
$100,000 Machinery and finished 
goods in the Highland Mill annex was 
damaged when hail penetrated the 
room, permitting the downpour to 
flood the building. 

_ Fifty or more houses were damaged 
in Fayette county, and more than 
1,000 acres of wheat and oats, de- 
stroyed, ' 
From Georgia the storm tore into 
South Carolina and cut a path two 
miles wide and 30 miles long between 
Walterboro and Brunson. Crops were 
ruined by the pelting hail. 

The only fatalities were reported 
in Tennessee. 

Winds vf tornadic intensity swept 
near Searcy and Harrisburg, Ark., 
Sunday and did considerable damage. 
Deluges followed the winds, C 8 
in the Mississippi valley left their 
banks, but the big rivers were not af- 
fected. The Mississippi delta still 
is flooded in spots, but the latest 
rains will not adc materially to the 
high water menace. The Talla- 
hatchie river—principal truant of the 
delta—is far below its levees. Na- 
tional guardsmen still are on duty in 
the delta, however, to prevent levee 
dynamitings.
